Recently 
the Sisters of Mercy were assured 
the new 60-bed establishment. 


The federal government has 
promised to allocate $300,000 ° for 
the project and another $300,000 
vill he donated by. an_unnamed _ 
individual, sponsors of the new 
hospital here have been assured, 

The present 40-year-old hospital 
is the last of the “lumberjack’”’ hos- 
pitals in Michigan. Jt was first 
established to care for the needs 
of the burly lumbermen in the 
Grayling area, Et has served a 
dozen surrounding counties in ad- 
dition to the Grayling area, afford- 
ing the most complete hospital fa- 
cilities in the north central portion 
of Lower Michigan, between Bay 
City and Traverse City. 

As in World War 1. the hos- 
pital will also be of service to per- 
sonnel of, nearby Camp Grayling 
and the Grayling Air Base of the 
National Guard. 

Recently the’sisters were alerted, 
on a continuing basis, to the ulti- 
mate needs of some 14,000 men 
annually. Recent developments 
point to a potential use of the fa 
cilities by other branches of the 
armed forces in case of actual as-
